Eruption of Maunt Mtna in Sicily, becauſe it was 

in it ſelf and various motion ſo horrible and ftupendious, ſo 
miraculous and extraordinary, ſo violent and harmful, ſopre- 
poſterous all along its whole continuance, as no Hiſtory extant 
reports the like in any former times; we are fully con- 
vinced, nor 15 our perſwaſion grounded herein, but with the 
conſent or full agreement of many learned men, that ſuch pro- 
digions or monſtrous appearances are not-:produced to that 
height of Miracle, without the order and diſpoſal of the all- 
ſeeing providence, partly to admoniſh or forewarn all mankind, 
but more particularly that People or Nation where they ſo ap- 
pear> of ſome more then uſual attendencies to be either incum- 
bent or near approaching : And that we may nt produce ex- 
amples of former times, we do remember very well, that in 
June, 1644. ſome few days before that fatal battel at Mar- 
ſton Moor, n the time of our late differences, there hapned 
ſuch a prodigious Thunder and Lightning, ſuch a manFrons and 
large Hiatus, as the like is not mentioned in any Hiſtory 
of the Engliſh Nation ; that Hiatus appeared of ereat extent 
both in length and breadth; the whole face of Heaven ſeemed 
tobe in fight, men armed fighting one againſt another, with 
Spears, Launces, Darts, Fire-balls very apparently, the 
Thunder cracked very gently, rather like the quiet beating or 
ſound of Drums then ot herwiſe ; the lightning was as ſtrange, 
and in their motion beth Lightning and Thunder direfed their 
conrſe from the Eaſt, where it began, to the South; then to 
the Weſt, and ended in the North, We have lived to fee the 
ſad conſequences which befel England, and for many years 
after that fatal P redigy;yet we dy nat affirm, that every m—

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der hath its Preſage or Lightning, or ordinary appearance in 
the Heavens ; but when they happen beyond our expe#atiqn, 
and are ſo monſtrous in appearance, ſo terrible, ſ5 obnoxious, 
doubtleſs they then ſeem framed and emitted from mnre then 
any natural cauſe, and are fore-runners of more then ordi- 
nary Accidents to enſue ; which though time doth beſt and 
moft apparently manifeſt, yet we may inoffenſrvely mabe ſome 
natural expoſitions or animadverſions what may probably 
ſucceed from ſuch unaccuſtomed Prodigies—and this is our 
preſent intentron. 


As for our Aſtrological judgment upon the preſent King of |

HE moſt Learned Philoſophe!'s of all Ages, 
have generally and unanimouſly conſented, 
that, Terre mots, malt ominys habetur : that 
an Earthquake is look'd upon as an evil Pre- 
1 ſage 3 by how much the more violent in Motion and 
Aﬀion, ſo much and rhe greater may the effe&s de- 
pending from thence be expeRed : which occaſioned 
the ſharp-witred Cardan, to expreſs his ſence of or+ 
concerning great Earthquakes, in this manner, 

Stulrum eſt, 'magnos effefins abſqz magnis cauſis fiert 
poſſe credere, dF ſi magne ſunt cauſe, etiam ab his inter 
homies effefus provenient, viz. It were ridiculous to 
believe that great effe&Ks could be expeRed bur from 
great Cauſes; it the cauſes be great, then will ſucceed 
or appear amongſt men preat effe&s. 

The conſideration hereof, and of that ſtrange and 
prodigious Earthquake, accompanied with ſo great va- 
riety of matter and unuſual horrible obje&s, which 
| lately, viz. 8 Martii, New ſtyle, hapned in Sicily near 
the City Catania, proceeding from Mount A#tna, harh 
occaſioned this preſent diſcourſe and further inquiry, 
Fhat Accidents may ſucceed or be purſuant unto this Bit

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Cataſirsphe, which labour we would not have been 
drawn unto, had this Earthquake -been ſuch as former 


ages had mentioned ; but being ſo different to all 


that have preceded, both for its violent Eruprian, its 
motion, conrinuance, quality of matter, and terrible 

circumſtances, gc. we thought it mighr be worth our 

pains ro make ſome few Animadverſions thereupon: 

A true and exa& Relation whereof was tranſmitted un- 

to his Majeſty, irom the Right Honouyable the Earl of 

Wirchilſea, lately returned into 'England from thoſe 

parts, being an Eye-witneſs of ſome part of that Pro- 

digy ; of whoſe Relation we have tranſcribed a ſmall 

Abſtract, or ſo much as may concern our diſcourſe, as 

followeth, viz. 

The 8. of March New ftyle,1669. in the night, there 
hapned a terrible Earthquake in the parts near and in 
thc City Catanra, and the whole Countrey thereabouts, 
fo frighting rhe adjacent Inhabirants, that they were 
forced to forfake their Habirations in a miſerable con- 
dition, | 

Thar the 1x. of March, abour 10 at night, three 
terrible Eruptions followed at a litric' - diſtance 
ene from another, which with a Terrible Noiſe 
rhrew up their flames with violence one hundred 
vards in height, cracking like peals of Ordnance or 
Thunder, throwing our vait ſtones, ſome of rhem three 
hundred pounds in weighr, and fell ſeveral miles di- 
ſtant froin the place, the whole Air being filled with 
S:moak and burning Cinders.—— 

fn the mean time, iſſued from the fide of this Moun- 
tain AFina, or Mount Griello, a vaſt Torrent of melted 
and burning Matter ,, which drowned as in a flood of 

fire the Country onth's fide of it, —-—— 

- This Fiery Deluge ſpread it ſelf immediately to a- 
bour (ix mics in breadth, ſeeming to be of the colour 
of mel-ed Glats, bur as it cools hecomes hard and rocky, 
znd every wherein its pafizge legves hills of that mat- 
cer beand it, | That 
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That the 13. day of March, it deſtroyed and ruined 
many Towns. | | 
The 14. much Rain fell, but the progreſs of the fire 
did not abate 3 it continued many days after, as any 
may pleaſe to read in that diſcourſe, called — 
ATrue and Exadf Relation of the late Prodiginus Earth- 
quake of Mount Aitnaz Wherein he ſhall find almoſt 
twenty Towns and Villages conſumed, with orher de- 
plorable Accidents. So admirable and ſuch grand Pro- 
digies feldom or never happen, but are accompanied, or 
preſently followed with anſwerable ox conformable 
Attendants; for although in ſome Countries Earth- 
quakes are more frequent, yet are they leſs in quantity 
of time, leſs in motion, and many times not much ade- 
fruftive to thoſe parts wherein they happen. We do 
rot read in any Hiſtory, either of many, or ary that 
were parallel unto this, which was attended with ſo 
rarious, fo ſtupendious, fo horrible imminent cala- 
miries, 

True it 1s, that Snidss, Lib. 15. TraR. 14. faith, Pre- 

ter incredibilem Eclipſin, fuiſſe tam ingentem terre motum 
ut infinita edificia Aſie, CF Bithinie proſternarentur. Be- 
fides a wonderful Eclipſe, there was alfo ſo great an 
Earchquake, inſomuch that very many buildings in Af:.z 
and Bithinia were ſubverted ; yet we do not read, that 
Earthquake was attended either with fire, or the other 
attendants mentioned. 
Nicephorus, in Lib, 1. Cap. 17. nameth 14 Cities de- 
ſiroyed ar that time, vnro which Pliny, Lib. 2. Cap. 84. 
anſwererch, Maximus terre motus memoria-mortalium ex- 
tt Tiberii Caſaris principatu, duodecim urbibus Ajie 
proſtratis., The greateſt Earthquake which hapned in 
the memory of mortal men, was under the Rule of 77- 
bertus Ceſar, twelve Cities of Aſia being then over- 
thrown. 

Bur we wave the Hiſtory of Earrhquakes, preceding 


this we now treat of, and proceed, 
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Some affirm the natural cauſe of an Earthquake, is, 
from the violence of winds and breathing holes in 
Caves, which ſhut up in the paſſages of the Earth, pro- 
hibitcd from iſſuing forth, until they can wind them- 
ſelves from thence with great force, endeavouring to 
procure a paſlage, whereby they may get out, and 
thereby at thar rime move the Earth with a moſt force- 
a>le ſhaking or trembling ; rhe foÞce of which is ſo vi 
olent, that many rimes it produces wonders, levelling 
Mountains, and exalting Vallics ; ſomerimes making 
Rivers where none were before, an: turning the ſtreams 
of R: vers contrary to their former courſes or Currents, 

Vount Ftna, from whence proceeded this Earth- 
qrake, is in Sicily, an Iſland by ſome Authors conceived 
to have been ſeparated from THraly; it is now, and hath 
been many years ſubje& unto rhe Spanifh Monarchy, 
and 15 at preient governed by a Vice-Roy of the Spaniſh 
King. The Mountain it ſelf hath continued burning 
and caſting forth his Fiery Flames, and other Suſphure- 
ous matter, beyondany Hiſtory extant; ſomerimes do- 
ing more, art other times leſs damage unto the Inha- 
hj:ants near unto the Mountain, asit is excellently ob- 
ſerved y that honourable Perſon in his Relation there- 
of ; however, it hath been penerally obſerved, that 
once in Or about 15 years it hath uſually broken forth,& 
been tnen more offenſive then ar other times; but not 
any Hiſtory that we have yer ſeen, relates of ſo great 
miſchief cver formerly adted, as this of March laft, 
1559. 

Naruralifts do generally affirm, rhat the Phyfical 
cauſe of Farthquakes, is, in ſignification of future E- 
vents; the cauſe of which Events doth in ſome mea» 
ſure ecpend from thence. Cardams, de rerum vartetat, 
Pag. 7024. tells you what events may ſucceed 3 Terre 
motus magni, bellam aut peftem nunciant, vel tyrannicam 


opreſſirnem 5, great Earthquakes do manifeſt War or Pe- 


tulence, or Tyrannical Oppretſion, Terre motus ſunt 
| nanti 
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antii ſeditionum oF tumultuum bellicarum, Goclenins, fol. 
362, Earthquakes are the fore-runners of ſeditions and 
warlike Tumulrs ; and this may well be, hecauſe the 
minds of men are eafily affefed from the remperarenefs 
or intemperateneſs of the Air, which produceth great 
mutations from Earthquakes, for as the ſhadow cer- 
ninly follows the bady, ſo the minds and diſpofitions of 
men follow Earthquakes : and it hath been many times 
obſerved that dear years follow Earthquakes, They 
uſually portend inundations of Water, and particular 
Caraclyſms, viz. Great Rains, or ſudden Floods, or 
more then ordinary in fome Countries : unto which opi- 
pion rhe great Ariſtotle conſents ; Exhalatio magna vi 
# cjefta, ſimul effundit quicquid eft aquarum. A preat ex- 
J halation being caſt our of the Earth by force, rogether 
| therewith caſts out whatſoever there is of water, or the 
watery Elements. Bur ler us come cloſer to the Philo- 
ſophy of Chriſtians, whe:do affirm, Finis terre mituum 
ft denuntiatio ire, oy vindifte diving ; the end of Farth- 
quakes is, rhe manifeftation of wrath, and the divine 
rengeance or puniſhment : For it is ſaid in holy wrir, 
2 Sam. Cap. 22. Commota eft enim terra (x contremuit, 
queniam tratus eft ipfis Dominus, viz. The Earth did 
move and tremble, becauſe God was angry with the 
people, 

Unto this judgment many Learned Divines conſent, 
and ſay, thar Comets and Earthquakes are ſigns given 
by God unto men, that they might be converted from 
their fins, and not follow Pharaohs example, who the 
more fjgns he ſaw,the more his heart was hardned. 

A cecitate cordis libera nos Domine, dx ab ira tua ſalva 
nos News prifſime ;, from blindneſs of heart free us O 
Lord, and from rhine anger moſt gracious God deliver 
us. And Majolus Coll-g. 1. delivers himſelf thus, and 
ſodo many orhers ; thar an Earthquake is the meſſen- 
per of Gods wrath : and produceth examples to verifie 
his aſſertion, viz. That Uzz1ah, ingreſſus templum p_ 

a'tt us
